DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment was received on 10/15/2008, and has been entered and 
made of record. Currently, claims 24 - 27 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments (see Remarks 5/26/2008 [pages 5-6] and Interview 
Summary 4/23/2008) with respect to claims 24 - 27 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections of these claims have been withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 24 - 27 are allowed. 

4. Referring to claims 24 - 27, the innovative limitation that distinguishes the 
Applicant's claim is wherein the job input by the user dictates to the adjustment 
executing device executes the actual mechanical adjustment selected by the user 
before job execution, wherein a mechanical adjustment refers to manually adjusting a 
physical item (see Remarks 5/26/2008 [pages 5-6] and Interview Summary 
4/23/2008). 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

Ota (U.S. Patent No. 7,037,008) disclose an inkjet recording apparatus capable 
of electrically and mechanically adjusting the head-sheet gap when the user selects a 
setting value, or a job designation (see Abstract and Figs. 3 - 4). 

Sato etal. (U.S. Patent Application No. 2006/0023245) disclose an image 
forming apparatus wherein a print job is analyzed to determine at least one sheet feed 
device and at least one post-processing device to be used in executing the print job, 
and states of the determined devices are checked to determine at least one of the sheet 
feed device and the post-processing device to be caused to start a preparatory 
operation in advance before the print job is executed {see Abstract and Figs. 4A - 4C, 5 
and 9).
